Conseq uently , farm debt is rising. 
Now, here are some hot figures right out 
of the horse’s mouth. 
The Tax Foundation estimates that Fed­ 
eral, State and local governments force the 
farmers to pay $5 billion in tax es of all 
kinds. 
$5 billion in tax es is five billions less in­ 
come. 
If farmers paid no tax es, their in­ 
come would be $5 billion more than it now 
is. And there would be no farm problem, so 
far as income is concerned.

Do y ou follow me, neighbor?

The So cialist Labo r Party will no t appear o n 
the ballo t, because it did no t get eno ugh v o tes in 
the last electio n it failed to find adequate petitio n­ 
ers to put it o n the ballo t acco rding to New Yo rk 
State law. 
The So cialist Labo r Party was o rganized in 
1876, later being strengthened by Daniel De Leo n, 
who o nce taught law at Co lumbia Univ ersity and 
who se ideas pro fo undly influenced Lenin. The 
So v iet fo rm o f po litical and so cial o rganizatio n 
in the Co mmunist wo rld can be traced back to 
De Leo n’s writings. 
Ho wev er befo re it gasped its last, the So cialist 
Labo r Party to o k a full page o f "The New Yo rk 
Times” to state its cause. Surely this was an ex­ 
pensiv e o peratio n but it must hav e giv en its few 
members a thrill to see themselv es in a full page 
in “The New Yo rk Times,” unfurling the heading: 
"Capitalism Is No (underlined) Bargain!” So , 
what is a bargain? 
It is interesting that these peo ple speak the 
language o f 1890 o r 1848. Fo r instance, this ad­ 
v ertisement in "The New Yo rk Times” says: 
"Capitalism can o ffer no thing but co ntinued so ­ 
cial misery. . . . ” 
Of co urse, I hav e seen slums. Also I hav e seen 
so me pretty bad rural Areas. But o ne has to lo o k 
at the entire picture, at the who le po pulatio n and 
no t at so me iso lated spo t that has no t kept pace. 
And, o f co urse, there are always so me peo ple who 
do no t want to keep pace. I hav e in mind a situa­ 
tio n that is dev elo ping in a blighted area in Lin­ 
co ln Square in New Yo rk Oty, which, at times, 
! o n Bro adway, lo o ks like the Bo wery o f my child­ 
ho o d. Ro bert Mo ses, the mo st brilliant municipal 
administrato r o f these days wants to build there 
a civ ic, educatio nal and artistic center which will 
ado rn the city. But many o f the inhabitants o f 
this blighted area o bject to the impro v ement and 
beautificatio n o f their city. 
Maybe they are like a taxi driv er, suffering 
fro m asthma, who nearly cho ked because o f the 
carbo n mo no xide fumes which he had been inhal­ 
ing fo r 39 ho urs.

Poughkeepsie is a neighboring 
city of ours but I know little 
I about its history. According to 
.Wallace 
Bruce, 
“ The 
Hud&n 
¡River” 
in 
1907, 
he 
w r o t e : 
! “ Poughkeepsie 
as 
a 
township 
(was incorporated in 1788. 
The village bearing the name 
was formed in 1799 (incorporated 
as a city in 1854) and soon be­ 
came the center of a large trade 
running in long lines east and 
| west from the river. Dutchess 
county had at this time but a 
sparse population. There was a 
¡ Post-road from New York to AI- 
i bany, but the building of the 
Dutchess turnpike from Pough­ 
keepsie to Sharon, Conn., con- 
j necting with one from that place 
I to Litchfield, took place in 1808. 
I This made a considerable strip 
of western Connecticut tributary 
i to Poughkeepsie's trade.” 
! 
He tells about the four horse- 
j Concord stages over this turn­ 
pike 
with 
“ berailed 
top 
and 
slanting boot in the rear for 
jtrunks and other baggage” and 
I the drivers who used the tin 
horn and the ponderous whip and 
multiplied reins like actors on a 
stage to the delight of the voy­ 
agers, going to Hartford and 
Boston. 
* 
Also “a sort of overland ex- 
■ press and freight line, styled the 
I Market Wagon, ran in and out 
of Poughkeepsie from several di­ 
rections.” Sometimes they crowd­ 
ed passengers with the baggage. 
I 
At this point he again speaks 
of the famous original Clermont, 
| which was called, The Steamboat, 
¡ in the early 1800 s. “Speaking of 
the stage-driver’s horn recalls 
!the fact that when The Steam- 
j boat arrived, which was so soli- 
! tary an institution that for some 
time it was distinctly called ‘The 
Steamboat’ the tin horn did duty 
also for it. 
When it was seen in the dis­ 
tance, either Albany-bound or in 
the New York direction, a boy 
went through the village blowing 
a horn to arouse those who 
wished to embark on it. It is 
said the expectant 
passengers 
had ample time, after the horn 
was sounded, to get ready, run 
down to the river and take pas­ 
sage on it.” 
Poughkeepsie was honored in 
May 1824, by the arrival of Lafa­ 
yette, and dined him, besides ex­ 
changing 
speeches 
with 
him, 


both at the Forbus House, on 
Market street, very nearly where 
the Nelson House now stands, 
and at the Poughkeepsie Hotel. 
Daniel Webster had spoken in 
Poughkeepsie’s Court House and 
Henry Clay, in 1844 while a pres­ 
idential candidate, stopped there 
for a reception. In 1844, the New 
York State Fair was held here 
somewhere east of what is now 
Hooker avenue. It was an occa­ 
sion thought important enough 
then to be pictured and reported 
in the London Illustrated News. 
Two years after, the telegraph 
wires were put up in Poughkeep­ 
sie, before they had yet reached 
the city of New York. Consider­ 
ing the fact that Prof. Samuel F. 
B. Morse, the telegraph inventor, 
had his residence here, this inci­ 
dent was not wholly inappropri­ 
ate. Then came the Hudson River 
Railroad, in 1849, which was con­ 
sidered an enterprise of startling 
courage 
and 
magnitude, 
for 
Poughkeepsie. 
Many said, that 
no railroad could ever be built 
on the river's edge, and if one 
was built, the enormous expense 
would make it forever unprofit­ 
able. One of the drives out of 
Poughkeepsie he writes about is 
“ best known in U. S. A. as the 
Hyde Park road, 6 miles in ex­ 
tent, with many palatial homes, 
and is part of the Old Post Road.
